Full  scale  plans  are  in  progress  now  for 
Heidelberg  Week  to  be  held  December  12-17.

The  Inter- 
national Relations  Club,  and  S.N.E.A.,  Stu- 
dent National  Education  Association,  are 
gathering  information  from  the  University 
of  Heidelberg,  the  Kansas  City  German 
Consulate,  the  German  Travel  Association, 


The  Drama  Club  and 
the  Avila  Art  Service  group  will  transform 
the  student  center  into  a German  Rathskel- 
ler. The  Mission  Club  will  serve  appro- 
priate refreshments. 

Julie  Waters,  President  of  S.G.A.,  is  en- 
thusiastic about  the  event.  “All  the  classes 
are  cooperating,”  she  said.  “The  sopho- 
mores are  going  to  decorate  the  Christmas 
tree  according  to  German  custom.  The 
juniors  will  make  and  sell  caps  of  various 
colors  so  that  the  student  of  each  class  can 
have  their  distinctive  color  as  they  do  in 
Heidelberg.  And  there  will  be  a fencing 
demonstration.  But  Heidelberg  Week  isn’t 
just  for  fun.  We  expect  to  learn  many 
things  about  education,  national  customs 
and  international  relations." 


Sister  Helen  Lucile  to  Study  Nurse-Midwifery 


Sister  Helen  Lucile  Rutte,  C.S.J.,  began 
her  studies  in  nurse-midwifery  at  the  Ma- 
ternity Institute,  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  on 
November  28.  This  program  is  affiliated 
with  the  Catholic  University  of  America. 
It  consists  of  eight  months  of  study  and 
clinical  experience  leading  to  a certificate 
in  nurse-midwifery. 

Sister  Helen  Lucile  expects  to  find  this 
program  very  useful  in  her  work  as  an  in- 
structor. “I  believe  that  the  program  in 
nurse-midwifery  will  enhance  my  teaching 
of  maternal-child  nursing.  Further,  I be- 
lieve that  the  future  will  hold  a particular 
place  for  the  nurse-midwife  where  she  will 
fill  a real,  existing  need.  The  scarcity  of 
obstetricians  which  is  predicted  for  the  next 


decade  is  close  to  a reality  now.  The  nurse- 
midwife,  functioning  under  the  medical 
staff,  can  supplement  the  obstetrical  team.” 

Nurse-midwifery  began  formally  in  the 
United  States  with  the  establishment  of  the 
Frontier  Nursing  Service  in  Kentucky  in 
1925.  The  Lobenstine  School  of  midwifery 
in  New  York  City  was  begun  in  1931  and 
taken  over  by  the  Maternity  Center  Associa- 
tion three  years  later.  Now  nine  such  pro- 
grams are  available  in  the  United  States, 
and  more  than  1,000  nurses  have  received 
their  certificates  in  nurse-midwifery. 

Sister  Helen  Lucile  earned  her  B.S.N.  at 
Avila  College  in  1959  and  her  M.S.  at  the 
University  of  California  at  San  Francisco 
in  1964.
